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FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

MERCANTILE  BENEFICIAL  ASSOCIATION 

OF  PHILADELPHIA. 


In  again  meeting  the  members  of  the  Mercantile  Beneficial 
Association,  the  Managers  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that 
its  prosperity  is  still  on  the  advance.  True  it  is,  that  the  addi¬ 
tions  to  its  list  of  members  during  the  current  year — thirty-two 
in  number — are  exactly  balanced  by  the  resignations  in  the 
same  period,  and  in  this  respect,  therefore,  the  Society  has  not 
progressed;  but  its  funds  are  augmenting,  and  to  its  early  and 
constant  friends  it  shows  an  increasing  applicability  to  the  end 
and  aim  proposed  by  its  founders.  In  view  of  the  real  good 
which  this  Society  is  calculated  to  perform,  it  is  a  matter  of 
regret  to  your  Managers  that  any  of  its  members  should  have 
grown  weary  of  the  good  work,  and  have  permitted  their  names 
to  be  erased  from  its  list.  In  most  associations  of  contributors  in 
money,  there  is  usually  some  return — immediate  and  tangible 
in  its  nature — for  the  subscription  yearly  paid  over;  and  Libra¬ 
ries,  with  their  well  filled  shelves;  Lyceums,  with  their  cabi¬ 
nets,  and  Musical  Funds,  with  their  attractive  concerts,  are 
usually  well  supported ;  every  subscriber  to  each  institution 
receiving,  in  some  shape  or  other,  a  full  equivalent  for  his 
money.  Not  so  with  this  Association.  Here  the  subscription 
is  paid  in  faith,  to  be  expended  in  love;  not  upon  the  great 
body  of  members  generally,  but  only  upon  one,  here  or  there, 
whom  prosperity  has  forsaken,  or  sickness  has  attacked.  No 
trumpetings  announce  its  benefits;  they  fall  silently  as  the  dew 
from  heaven,  and  in  very  truth  may  it  be  said  of  the  operations 
of  this  Society,  that  “the  left  hand  knoweth  not  what  the  right 
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hand  doeth.”  Under  these  circumstances,  nothing  less  than 
real  philanthropy  can  bring  us  members;  and  nothing  less 
than  genuine  benevolence  will  retain  them.  Let  each  member 
then,  not  only  not  grow  weary,  but  exert  himself  to  induce 
his  friends  and  neighbours  to  join  him  in  the  good  work,  and 
thus  assist  in  bringing  our  Association  to  that  point  of  strength, 
usefulness,  and  respectability,  which  is  rightfully  expected  at 
the  hands  of  the  Merchants  and  Clerks  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Treasurer’s  statement,  herewith  submitted,  shows  the 
funds  of  the  Association  to  be  $4415  74. 

One  of  the  great  objects  of  the  Society,  the  registry  of  clerks 
seeking  places,  and  of  merchants  wanting  clerks,  has  at  length 
been  accomplished,  and  an  office  with  the  requisite  books  and 
facilities  has  been  opened  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Smethurst,  Ac¬ 
countant,  Walnut  Street,  to  which  every  member  has  access; 
Mr.  S.  having  been  engaged  by  the  Managers  to  give  his  per¬ 
sonal  attention  to  the  matter.  Due  notice  of  this  arrangement 
has  been  given  in  the  public  papers. 

The  applications  for  relief  during  the  past  year  have  been 
but  few,  but — the  cases  having  been  promptly  looked  into — 
the  appropriation  of  the  funds  needed,  was  made  without  delay. 
Although  the  sum  of  $50  only  has  thus  been  expended,  the 
Managers  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  this  seemingly 
insignificant  sum  cheered  the  widow’s  heart,  and  relieved  the 
wants  of  the  sick;  the  Board  having,  in  addition  to  pecuniary 
aid,  directed  one  of  the  physicians  of  the  Society  to  tender  his 
valuable  professional  services. 

The  sum  of  $25  has  been  repaid  on  account  of  a  donation 
made  some  time  since,  and  this  fact  is  a  beautiful  illustration  of 
the  value  and  efficacy  of  our  institution,  and  shows  how  aid  of 
the  right  kind,  and  tendered  at  the  right  time,  has  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  preventing  the  depressed  energies  of  a  fellow  member 
from  being  entirely  crushed. 

Upon  the  clerks  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  our  Association 
has  peculiar  claims,  and  to  them  the  following  remarks  are 
respectfully  and  earnestly  addressed.  Whilst  almost  every 
mechanical  craft  has  its  organized  beneficial  society  for  the 
relief  of  the  sick  and  distressed  members  of  its  trade,  the  large 
body  of  clerks  in  our  city  are — if  we  except  this  Association — 
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without  any  such  organization.  Although  their  calling  is  vastly 
more  precarious  than  that  of  any  mechanical  craft,  and  although 
they  are  therefore  necessarily  more  exposed  to  the  painful  vicis¬ 
situdes  of  life  than  any  other  class  of  men,  we  do  not  know  that 
any  mutual  protection  society  has  ever  been  organized  by  them 
among  us.  Many  of  their  number  have  bid  adieu  to  the  quiet 
scenes  of  a  country  home,  and  have  ventured  upon  the  ever 
moving,  ever  shifting,  and  dangerous  sea  of  a  city  life.  The 
great  metropolis,  with  its  charms  and  its  dangers — its  vanity 
and  its  vices — its  advantages  and  its  seductions,  is  spread  out 
before  them.  No  paternal  roof  shelters  them  at  night — no  ma¬ 
ternal  hands  spread  their  couch — no  fond  brothers  and  sisters 
beguile  their  hours  of  leisure.  Thrown  among  strangers,  they 
are  made  to  feel  that  void  which  friends  and  relatives,  which 
hearths  and  homes  can  alone  till  up.  During  health  and  pros¬ 
perity,  the  buoyancy  of  youth  may  surmount  the  difficulties  of 
their  new  position;  but  when  disease  has  touched  them  with 
his  feverish  hand,  and  they  are  stretched  out  on  a  bed  of  pain, 
how  longs  the  heart  for  a  parent,  a  relative,  or  a  friend,  to  as¬ 
suage  with  unbought  attentions  the  illness  of  the  body,  or  the 
sickness  of  the  soul.  Who  then  can  so  well  supply  the  absence 
of  the  loved  ones,  as  the  associates  who  have  bound  themselves 
to  help  in  the  time  of  need — associates  in  business,  in  years,  and 
in  pursuits?  How  consoling  then  the  reflection,  that  upon 
these  there  is  an  acknowledged  claim  for  help — a  claim  freely 
and  fully  discharged.  And  such  assistance,  and  such  asso¬ 
ciates  does  our  Society  furnish.  The  funds  accumulated  from 
the  offerings  of  the  now  healthful  and  prosperous,  are  at  the 
service  of  the  contributor  when  health  and  prosperity  are  his  no 
longer,  and  the  friend  beside  whose  bed  he  watched  and  minis¬ 
tered,  becomes  in  turn  the  ministering  hand  to  him.  We  would 
urge  therefore  on  the  clerks  of  our  city  the  importance  of  attach¬ 
ing  themselves  with  heart  and  hand  to  our  Association,  and  by 
their  numbers,  their  contributions,  and  their  labours,  to  advance 
it  to  the  highest  point  of  usefulness. 

The  Managers  desire  again  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and 
liberality  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Company,  in  continuing  to 
furnish  them  with  an  eligible  and  comfortable  room  in  their 
beautiful  hall  for  their  accommodation;  and  this  medium  is 
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adopted  for  returning  their  thanks  to  the  Directors  of  that  noble 
institution,  for  this  act  of  liberality. 

In  conclusion,  the  Managers  beg  to  resign  their  trusts  into  the 
hands  of  their  successors,  with  the  hope  and  the  confidence,  that 
they  will  omit  nothing  calculated  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
Mercantile  Beneficial  Association.

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PREAMBLE 


Whereas,  it  hath  been  clearly  jshown,  by  experience,  that 
associations  for  benevolent  purposes,  amongst  those  whose  pur¬ 
suits  and  daily  avocations  are  of  kindred  nature,  have  often 
been  productive  of  great  advantage  to  those  concerned  therein, 
therefore, 

We,  whose  names  are  affixed  to  the  annexed  Constitu¬ 
tion,  engaged  in  Mercantile  pursuits  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  its  vicinity,  impelled  by  this  truth,  and  admonished  by  the 
precarious  nature  of  trade,  and  the  great  vicissitudes  and  adver¬ 
sities  to  which  its  votaries  are  liable,  have  formed  ourselves  into 
a  society,  to  be  styled  the 

Mercantile  Beneficial  Association  of  Philadelphia, 

which  society  shall  have  for  its  objects,  the  promotion  of  friend¬ 
ship  and  brotherly  affection  amongst  its  members,  the  distribu¬ 
tion,  under  proper  regulations,  of  pecuniary  aid  to  such  of  them 
as  may  at  any  time  stand  in  need  of  it,  the  pleasant  interchange 
of  kind  feelings  and  views  between  the  elder  and  younger  mem¬ 
bers,  whether  as  merchants  or  clerks,  employers  or  employed, 
and  the  incidental  elevation  of  the  mercantile  character  of  our 
City  and  State.  In  view  of  these  objects,  the  members  agree  to 
fulfil,  with  honour  and  good  faith,  the  duties  implied  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which,  after  mutual  concert 
and  due  deliberation,  have  been  adopted  for  their  rule  and 
government. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
a  majority  of  the  meeting,  and  in  case  of  an  equal  division  on 
any  question  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  but  not  otherwise,  except 
when  the  votes  are  taken  by  ayes  and  noes. 

In  his  absence  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  President  'pro.  tern. 

In  case  of  his  appointment  on  any  committee  of  the  Board, 
he  shall  be  chairman  thereof,  ex  officio. 

ARTICLE  II. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose, 
fairly  and  regularly  enter  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Association,  with  a  register  of  all  the  names  of  the  members, 
and  carefully  minute  down  and  record  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  and  its  Board  of  Managers. 

He  shall  make  out  certificates  of  admission  for  members,  sum¬ 
mon  the  Board  of  Managers  as  may  be  directed,  keep  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  distribution  directed  to  be  made  of  all  moneys; 
notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment,  through  their  chair¬ 
man,  incorporate  the  Treasurer’s  report  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Association,  and  generally  do  all  the  writing  and  necessary  busi¬ 
ness  which  may  from  time  to  time  occur. 

On  retiring  from  office  he  shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor 
all  the  minutes,  books,  and  papers  which  may  belong  to  the 
Association,  in  his  custody. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  drafts  of  the  Committees  of  Ways 
and  Means,  and  Relief,  and  shall  report  the  state  of  the  trea¬ 
sury  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  monthly,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  they  may  require. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  once  in  every 
month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or  five  members  of  the  Board.  They  may  fill  all 
vacancies  that  shall  occur  in  their  body,  and  seven  of  their  num¬ 
ber  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  shall  have  the  power  to  declare  the  place  of  any  member  of 
their  body  vacant,  who  shall  have  absented  himself  from  his 
duties  for  three  consecutive  months.  Nominations  to  fill  vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  made  at  least  one  meeting  previous  to  the  election. 

Section  4.  They  shall  be  empowered  to  apply  the  funds  of 
the  Association  to  the  relief  of  those  members  who  have  been 
regular  contributors  for  three  years,  and  who  are  in  any  way 
disabled  from  pursuing  their  respective  avocations,  and  shall 
have  a  discretionary  power  to  extend  relief  to  the  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  members. 

Section  5.  They  shall  cause  a  register  to  be  kept  of  the 
names  of  all  members  who  are  applicants  for  employment,  with 
their  references,  and  particular  qualifications.  They  shall  also 
cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
the  different  branches  and  departments  of  business,  with  the 
address  of  the  houses  in  which  such  vacancies  exist. 

Section  6.  They  shall  present  a  full  report  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings  and  the  state  of  the  Association,  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  They  may  appoint  such  Counsellors-at-Law  and 
Physicians,  not  exceeding  three  of  each  profession,  as  they  may 
think  proper. 
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Section  8.  Any  member  absent  at  Roll  Call  shall  be  fined 
12^  cents.  If  absent  from  the  meeting,  shall  be  fined  25  cents; 
and  for  neglect  of  duty  as  member  of  a  Committee,  25  cents, 
unless  excused  by  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  V. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  stated  meeting  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1st.  To  call  the  Roll. 

2d.  To  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

3d.  To  hear  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

4th.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5th.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6th.  Unfinished  business  and  presentation  of  bills. 

7th.  Collection  of  Fines. 

Sth.  New  business. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

RULES  OF  DEBATE. 

Any  member,  having  a  motion  to  offer,  shall  address  the 
chair,  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  whilst  speaking,  unless  by  a 
call  to  order,  upon  which  the  President  shall  decide  if  he  is  in 
order.  A  majority  of  the  meeting  may  sustain,  or  over-rule  the 
decision  of  the  chair. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  one  question, 
without  leave  from  the  chair.  A  motion,  being  seconded,  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing,  and  then  may  be  altered  or  amended. 
The  President,  after  debate,  shall  propose  the  question  to  the 
members  for  their  vote,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  decide. 

The  Ayes  and  Noes  shall  be  recorded  at  the  request  of  two 
members  present. 

No  business  under  consideration  shall  be  interrupted  but  by 
a  motion  to  amend,  divide,  commit,  or  postpone. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed,  who 
may  adopt  such  regulations  for  their  government  as  may  (being 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  and  subject  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Managers,)  fully  and  effectually  carry  out 
the  objects  of  their  appointment: 

1st. — Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  five.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
to  devise  and  report,  from  time  to  time,  the  best  practicable  me¬ 
thod  for  increasing  the  funds  of  the  Association,  to  examine  all 
accounts  and  bills,  and  report  the  same  to  each  stated  meeting. 

All  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer,  except  those  of  the  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee,  must  be  made  by  authority  of  at  least  two  members  of 
this  Committee. 

2nd. — Relief  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
to  receive  all  applications  for  relief,  examine  into  the  situation 
of  those  applying,  and  relieve  such,  either  by  loan,  donation,  or 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  best.  Their  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three  of  their  number. 

3rd. — Registry  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  five.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
to  open  books  of  registry  for  applicants  desiring  employment, 
as  also  books  containing  the  names  of  mercantile  houses  having 
vacancies. 

The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  first  appointed  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  chairman 
thereof. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Any  individual,  a  resident  of  Philadelphia,  desi¬ 
rous  of  becoming  a  member  of  this  Association,  after  giving 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  having  been  employed  in  a  mercan- 
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tile  business  for  at  least  one  year,  may  be  proposed  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  if  he  receives  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  of  the  members  present  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  pay 
the  initiation  fee,  and  sign  the  constitution,  he  shall  become  a 
member  of  this  Association. 

Section  2.  The  initiation  fee  (which  shall  be  payable  in  ad¬ 
vance,)  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Each  member  shall  be  required  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
the  society  three  dollars  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

A  member  paying  twenty  dollars  at  any  one  time,  shall  be 
considered  a  member  for  ten  years  thereafter,  (unless  expelled 
for  unworthy  conduct,)  and  shall  be  exempted  from  paying  the 
semi-annual  contributions. 

Life  members  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  3.  Any  member  desiring  to  resign,  shall  signify  his 
wish,  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  pay 
all  dues — those  of  the  current  year  of  his  resignation  inclusive. 

Section  4.  In  the  event  of  a  member  becoming,  by  bad  con¬ 
duct,  unworthy  of  belonging  to  the  Association,  he  shall  be  ex¬ 
pelled  therefrom,  if  so  determined  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Section  5.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  call¬ 
ed  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  application  of  nine  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  or  of  thirty  members  of  the  Association ; 
three  days  notice  being  given  in  at  least  three  of  the  newspapers 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  6.  Forty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  in  the  By-Laws, 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  and  receive  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  the  next  stated  meeting.

AN  ACT 


TO  INCORPORATE  THE 


MERCANTILE  BENEFICIAL  ASSOCIATION 

OF  PHIL  AD  ELNIIA. 


The  Mercantile  Beneficial  Association  of  Philadelphia  having 
been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  alleviating  the  condition  of 
such  of  its  indigent  members  as  may  be  suffering  from  sick¬ 
ness  or  want  of  employment,  or  other  causes,  and  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  common  welfare  of  the  members  thereof,  and  be¬ 
ing  desirous,  as  a  means  for  the  better  accomplishment  of  their 
benevolent  objects,  to  be  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corpo¬ 
rate, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  sumc,  That  the  Mercantile  Beneficial  Association  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia  is  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  “Mercan¬ 
tile  Beneficial  Association  of  Philadelphia,”  which  corporation 
shall  consist  of  all  persons  who  are  now  members,  or  shall  here¬ 
after  be  admitted  as  such,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
Association,  and  by  the  said  corporate  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  shall  be  for  ever  capable  in  law  to  take,  hold,  and 
sell  real  estate  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  and  to  mortgage  and 
let  the  same;  and  take  and  hold  real  or  personal  estate,  by  gift, 
grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  or  other  lawful  means,  and  sell  or  dis¬ 
pose  of  the  same;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
generally  to  do  all  such  matters  and  things  that  may  be  lawful 
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and  necessary  for  them  to  do  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects 
recited  in  the  preamble  to  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  members 
of  the  Association  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  November  of  each 
and  every  year,  (of  which  at  least  six  days  notice  shall  be  given 
in  three  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,)  and  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
duly  elected  and  organized. 

Section  3.  The  members  elected  as  a  Board  of  Managers 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  after  their  election,  and  organize 
their  board,  by  electing  by  ballot  a  President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretary;  but  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  President,  or 
Treasurer,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  control  of 
all  the  accounts,  moneys,  and  property  of  the  Association,  and 
may  appropriate  the  funds  thereof  in  such  manner  as  may 
appear  to  them  most  conducive  to  the  interests  and  objects  of 
the  Association.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  make  such  by¬ 
laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  objects  of  the 
Association:  Provided,  such  by-laws  are  not  repugnant  to,  or 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of 
the  United  States.  And  provided  further ,  That  the  privileges 
hereby  granted  shall  not  be  used  for  banking  purposes,  nor  shall 
the  annual  income  of  said  Association  at  any  time  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars. 

Section  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  a  sum  of  money  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  no  member  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office,  or  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  vote  at  any  election  for  officers,  until  he  shall  have  paid 
the  sum  so  fixed  for  the  year  within  which  such  election  shall 
be  held. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  books,  papers, 
moneys,  and  accounts,  in  his  possession,  shall  be  at  all  times 
subject  to  their  inspection  and  control.  He  shall  give  security 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  approved  by  them,  for  the 
faithful  application  of  all  moneys  of  the  Association  that  may 
come  into  his  hands. 
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Section  7.  At  every  annual  meeting,  held  in  pursuance  of 
the  second  section  of  this  act,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  make 
a  full  report  of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  Association,  and 
of  all  their  proceedings  during  the  terms  for  which  they  shall 
have  held  office. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Managers  at  present  in  office,  shall 
be  and  remain  so  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
organized,  as  herein  before  provided. 

Section  9.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify,  alter 
or  annul  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  in  such  manner,  how¬ 
ever,  as  to  do  no  injustice  to  the  corporators.
